‘Hill will probably compare favorably with her neighbors in 
the amount of money raised for school purposes above what the 
law requires, Still none of the scholars, outside of the village, 
have sufficient school privileges. While not presuming to solve 
the problem which has thus far baffled the skill of the best ed- 
ucators of our State, we would make the following suggestions: 

Ist. The town can be redistricted so as to form six or seven 
districts instead of ten, as at present. Such a division might 
present some rather perplexing questions, but it can be done. 

2d. After redistricting the town, the question of. school 
houses would demand attention. A moderate outlay of money 
would secure tolerably good school-houses for the reduce num- 
ber of districts. 

That such a change is necessary, will be evident by a glance 
at the Statistical Table A person but slightly acquainted with 
school matters can readily see that schools of one, seven, or even 
of ten scholars, are not usually profitable. 

3d. That satisfactory progress may be made in the branches 
taught in our schools, it is necessary that black-boards, maps, 
and dictionaries, to say nothing of other illustrative apparatus, 
should be in every school-room. And yet, with one exception, 
our school-reoms are almost entirely devoid «f such appliances, 

With fewer districts, and consequently more money in each, 
the fancied necessity for employing cheap teachers would be
